Nine Miles From Farm. 

The place where the Constable's 
car was found is about nine and 
one-half miles from the Horseshoe 
Lake moonshining plant, where his 
body, buried in a single grave with 
that of Balke, was found Friday, 
Feb. 5. If Constable Hockett drove 
to the moonshining plant in his au- 
tomobile, the persons who sought 
to destroy and hide his machine ap- 
parently drove it over a cinder trail 
from the lake to the National Trail, 
through Collinsville, and thence 
east on the Black Jack road to a 
point about two and one-half miles 
east of Collinsville. 

The Constable’s car was several 
years old, as Ford engine numbers 
on cars sold today are numbered in 
the 13,000,000, 

The Edwardsville Intelligencer, a 
daily newspaper published by Post- 
master Charles H. Spilman of that 
city, announced in a first-page 
news story Feb. 2 that Constable 
Hockett and Balke had been miss- 
ing from their homes for four days, 
adding that “the theory had been 
advanced that they may have been 
murdered by bootleggers.”’ 

Thus the fact that the two men 
were missing had become public 
knowledge in Madison county four 
days before their bodies were 
found by Federal prohibition 
agents last Friday in, a_ single 
grave at a Horseshoe Lake whisky 
plant and probably three dayg be- 
fore they were murdered by the 
moonshiners.

It all resulted from a decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in respect to a munition tax 
case. Lawyers and experts prompt- 
ly drew the inference that all ex- 
cess profits tax cases were affected 
and the treasury shared the view 
to such an extent that the amend- 
ment was promptly inserted. ° . 

The point at issue was whether 
the payment of income taxes on 
March 16th or subsequent install- 
ment dates in any year permitted 
the corporation to regard the pay- 
ments as coming out as surplus for 
the year in which taxes were paid 
or the preceding year. It was im.- 
portant because excess profits taxes 
were computed on the relationship 
of earnings to invested capital. 

Instance Cited. 

The surplus for the year 1918 for 
instance was $10,000,000 and a tax 
payment of $1,250,000 were made 
in March 1919. The question was 
whether the surplus for 1918 was 
$8,750,000 or $10,000,000. The 
Treasury has always figured that 
it came out of the surplus of the 
year on which the tax returns were 
computed, namely 1918 in’the {]- 
lustration given. And that ruling 
now will be written into law and 
validated so no doubt on the point 
will exist. H 

There would also have Been dif- 
ferences in the amount of:tax due 
As the rate of taxation were re- 
duced they affected payments of 
succeeding years and it would have 
been generally confusing if all the 
corporation returns had to be re.- 
vised in the light of the new in- 
terpretation.

_ If the present law should develop 
defects, however, it is the expecta- 
tion of the Treasury to ask for 
amendments at the December ses- 
sion of Congress. Both houses have 
in the past been willing to correct 
administrative inequities especially 
when it has meant a S@ ing to the 
faxpayer not only in money but 
time and credits. For frequently 
the condition of a company five 
years after a decision has been 
made is not as good as when tax 
payments were originally made and 
retroactive action is generally 
frowned upon as unfair.

“President Coolidge . and Secre- 
tary Mellon,” continued La Fol- 
lette, “have advanced the  argu- 
ment that the Federal estate tax 
is a tax upon capital, which de- 
pletes the capital assets of the na- 


tion, thus crippling industry and 
curbing property. At the same 
time they have maintained that 


their object was not to deprive 
the states of the right to levy such 
taxes. If the argument is sound 
as against a Federal estate tax, it 
is, of course, equally sound against 
a state tax of the same character.

“The estate tax is not, however, 
in any true sense a levy upon capi- 
tal.

Brewing of near beer represents 
only 40 per cent of the corpora- 
tion’s present business and the new 
lines installed are constantly grow- 
ing, R. A. Huber, vice president, 
said. 

“Te may seem that the manufac- 
ture of truck bodies and the pro- 
duction of cereal beverages are 
the most divergent things in the 
world,” Huber said, “but as a mat- 
ter of fact every phase of our 
business today is related to the 
brewing business we conducted be- 
fore prohibition. We have ferreted 
out new fields as fast as we felt 
we could care for them, keeping 
always in mind that we had to use 
present facilities of manufacture 
and selling organization. 

“The truck bodies are made in 
what were formerly our wagon 
shops. The four types of sweet 
soft drinks are made differently 
than beer, of course, but the bot- 
tling and other phases of their 
manufacture require no plant 
changes. Ice cream boxss used by 
confectioners and druggists are 
made in our carpenter shops. Corn 
sugar, syrup and oil, gluten cattle 
fecd, dried brewers’ grain and 
corn meal cake are all grain ce- 
rivatives, and our other products 
are malt syrup, alcohol and ice.’’

There is already strong opposition to the agree- 
ment with regard to the Italian debt to the United 
States. It is simmering in the United States Senate, 
and it is likely to flame when the question comes up. 
The Italian dictator’s warlike and imperialistic atti- 
tude and his practical ultimatum to Germany, 
coupled-with threats, will greatly strengthen the 
hands of those who oppose a magnanimous settle 
ment with Italy. They will want to know whr we 
should help Italy to obtain the means to run amuck 
in Europe. 

We believe that Mussolini’s outburst also has’ 
strengthened the hands of those who oppose the 
World Court and the League of Nations. It has giren 
them fresh arguments against involving America in 


European affairs of any sort, oa account of the dyna- 


mite lying around Europe. If Mussolini earries far 
enough he will do much to destroy the League and 
its influence and the World Court. He will put heay- 


ier burdens and grave problems before the League 
‘and will weaken the court’s possibilities of useful- 


ness.
